THE CRUISER CONTROVERSY. 


As military exports we all know that for the want of a 
horseshoe nail the battle was lost. The same military knowl­ 
edg e tolls us that for the want of three cruisers the nav al 
battle may be lost. 
Yet, we know that three cruisers will, 
not place us anywhere near par with the nations with which 
we are supposed to be in a 5-5-3 relation in cruiser streng th. 
We are unreserv edly for preparedness for national de­ 
fense. 
We could look with pride upon ev ery new battleship 
that was put afloat. 
Our nav y exhibited the only American 
flag s that were seen on the hig h seas. 
If we were to he in 
the competition of building of battleships and battle cruis­ 
ers, we did not want to be left far behind. 
Those who disag ree with the prog ram of President Coo- 
lidg e compare us unfav orably with Great Britain, but ev en 
in the days of g reatest nav al streng th before the last war, we 
could not measure up to the British standards. 
With all of 
her possessions to be g uarded, Great Britain needed 
a g r e a t ­ 
er nav y than we needed to protect our shores, which lay on 
the other side of the Atlantic and on the other side of the 
Pacific from nations of nav al streng th. 
Our nav y was meas­ 
ured larg ely by our needs, rather than by numerical 
co m p ari­ 
son. 
That is the q uestion that confronts us today, the q uestion 
of our needs. We can set about building in competition with 
other nations, one form of national defense; or, we can re­ 
tire as rapidly as is possible our national debt, another form 
of defense. President C’oolidg e indicated in his messag e that 
he considered the latter the more important, 
lie reg ards our 
nav y at present strong enoug h to rest upon while other na­ 
tions are weak financially. 
He reg ards it the part of wisdom 
to prepare for w ar by streng thening our financial status by 
retirement of debts. 
The president is hopeful of limiting further the nav ies of 
the world. 
He may be entertaining false hopes, but we do 
not believ e the fate of the nation rests upon three cruisers, 
ov er which so much controv ersy has been raised. 
The cruis­ 
ers are of the class ot 10,000 tons. Some of those who stand 
with the president hold to the v iew that eq uipment of this 
class is not g oing to turn the tide of nav al supremacy. 
After Coolidg e beg an serv ice in tin* Masscbusetts leg isla­ 
ture, he spent most of his time in Boston, until he became 
president. 
He has had all of the interest in protection of the 
seaboard that people on the seaboard hav e. 
# It may be that the president is misjudg ing our 
ne e ds . 
Two 
circumstances lead us to g iv e him the benefit of the doubt. 
One is that he is in position to be informed concerning all of 
the q uestions at issue. The other is that he has not 
yet g iv en 
us reason to doubt his interest in complete national defense. 
The fact that cong ressmen from the midwest were almost 
unanimous in support of the president confirms to a di g ree 
our confidence in his attitude with reference to the three 
cruisers. 
T)n occasion ot ( oolidg e’s address in commemoration of 
W ashing ton’s crossing the Delaware, he spoke in altruistic 
terms, which mig ht hav e been expressed by almost any other 
president in the last third of a century.*except Roosev elt. 
That was shortly alter his messag e to cong ress, in which he 
s a id: 
"No self-respecting nation would neg lect to prov ide an 
army and nav y appropriate to its population, the extent of 
its territory, and the dig nity of the place which it occupies in 
the world. 
\\ hen it is considered that no nav y in the world 
with one exception, approaches ours and none surpass it’ 
that our reg ular army of about 115,000 men is the eq ual of 
any other like number of troops, that our entire permanent 
and reserv e land and sea force trained and training consists 
about0**'-<n onn
